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The National Front demonstration in Birmingham on February 26th raises 
a number of important issues, not least who really takes the decisions and 
runs the city. Does a free vote of the District Council have any validity? 

In July 1974 the District Council took a decision that was in effect an 
approval of the recommendations of the Policy and Resources Committee, 
which reads as follows:- 


MOTIONS 


That the report of the Policy and Resources Committee as printed and issued, be 
received and entered on the Minutes. 

That this Council endorese the principle of firm adherence to the right of free 
speech and reasonable access to public platforms for the purpose of exercising 
that right subject to the overriding need to ensure the safety of the buildings 
and public and to avoid the fomenting of racial hatred and discrimination. 

That in future, whenever an application is received for the use of a building 
or land under the control of the Council for a purpose or by an organisation where 
there is cause for apprehension that there might be a breach of the proviso to the 
foregoing motion the application be referred to the Chairman of the Committee 
having control of the particular land or building for consideration in the light of 
the views of the Chief Constable thereon in consultation with the leaders of the 
various political parties represented on the District Council at the time, and that 
a report on the action taken be submitted to the next succeeding meeting of the 
Committee concerned. 

That the report of the Policy and Resources Committee be approved. 


Last November in complete violation of the adopted motion the com- 
mittee concerned decided to allow the National Front the use of Digbeth 
Civic Hall for regular branch meetings. Subsequently on 5th February a 
meeting that was announced in the NF’s National Membership bulletin 
was held, with supporters from out of Birmingham being urged to attend. 
The purpose was supposedly to adopt Andrew Brons as the candidate for 
the bye-election, but that decision had already been taken and announced. 

The NF demonstration on the 26th February had the use of municipal 
playing fields and a school was provided for a rally against the wishes 
of the caretaker and the headmaster. In fact the caretaker was only 
officially informed on the afternoon of the 25th February and when he 
protested, was told a relief would be sent in to open the school. 

There can be no doubt about the purpose of the demonstration and 
that it was calculated to create hostility towards Blacks and Asians in 
the area. It was officially called an ‘Anti-immigration and Repatriation 
Demonstration. 

Furthermore, there can be no question of what type of organisation 
the NF is, since they have frequently proclaimed with great pride that 
they are racialists. 

What truth is there in the mutterings and innuendos by certain con- 
servative councillors that ‘pressure’ is being applied to allow the Front 
regular facilities, and who is applying the ‘pressure’? Is that ‘pressure’ 
greater than that of the elected representatives of the City of Birmingham? 


-IN THE DEEP SOUTH 


We were interested to come across 
a letter in the February issue of the 
NF journal Spearhead from Tan 
Souter-Clarence. It was 10 years 
ago exactly that we came in contact 
with him and we think it is a story 
worth telling. 


In February 1967 a researcher 
working for Searchlight called at 
the home in Poole, Dorset of a 
former member of the SAS and 
now a schoolmaster, Ian Souter- 
Clarence. The pretext used for the 
visit was that our researcher was 
a social worker in London who 
wished to set up a similar “Youth 
Group” to the one that Clarence 
was running in Dorset. Dropping 
names of leading Nazis and Fascists 
in London he was invited into the 
house and was asked by Clarence’s 
wife to wait for her husband. He 
was in fact left in a well furnished 
room under the eyes of a large 
bloodhound. 

It appeared to our researcher 
that the man who entered the room 
was a former serviceman by his 
bearing and general manner, he was 
an ex-soldier himself and recognised 
the style. Clarence was now teaching 
in a local private school and had 
persuaded them that they should 
set up a Cadet force with a slight 
difference. As he had been a 
founder member of the SAS during 
the war he wanted it to be a Com- 
mando style unit and this was 
accepted and the force become 
known as the “Viking Commando”’. 

He had moved to Dorset from 
Bristol where he had held member- 
ship of the British National Party 
which was later to become part of 
the National Front. Our man put 
over a _ convincing Anti-Black/ 
Jewish story to Clarence and he 
soon warmed to the idea of helping 
him. 

The advice he got from Clarence 
was as follows: 


1. Never be openly political. 

2. Drop hints to guide them in the 
right direction and find yourself 
an adult helper who is also a 
fascist. 

3. Steer clear of open membership 
yourself of any Fascist or Nazi 
group.

and similar commando style acti- 
vities. 

Clarence said he was not alone, 
just a few miles away in the New 
Forest at Balmer near Brocken- 
hurst, existed another group under 
the right kind of person called the 
“League of Venturers”’. The man 
running this was an ex-army man, 
but from the lower ranks named 
Philip Smith. They had in shore 
a rubber rescue craft and had been 
writen up in the Sunday Telegraph 
as decent lads, who went around 
rescuing people, they also had a 
Land Rover with short wave radio 
equipment in it. 

Clarence showed our man lots 
of books on Guerrila warfare, in- 
cluding current Service manuals 
for the time, obviously also ob- 
tained on the old pals network. 

What also impressed our man was 
the fact that although Clarence 
was living a hundred miles or more 
from London he seemed to know 


all the up-to-date information of 
Right wing groups here and abroad, 
as though he was getting regular 
briefings. 

He gave our man a number of 
helpful documents ,like his own 
hand out for his Viking Com- 
mandos and they parted. 

Shortly afterwards along with 
the ex-Editor of Searchlight, a 
second trip was made, this time to 
the New Forest where Smith was 
Confronted. Once again a similar 
story was told, the ex-Editor posing 
as an Officer and his colleague 
as his number two in command of 
a youth group, but with older boys 
involved. Smith looked very scared 
but when Clarence’s name was 
mentioned he opened up and ex- 
plained that at one time he had 
been an armourer in the services, 
and said he could convert weapons 
very easily from non-lethal to 
lethal, he had for some years 
worked for Baptys who supply the 
film industry with real and mock 
weapons. The man who owned 
Baptys and who died recently was 
Mark Dinely, Smith spoke of him 
with great warmth, he was one of 
the real trusted National Socialists, 
Hitler had invited him personally to 
attend the Nuremburg Rallys 
before the war and he was always 
good for a hand out to those 
movements in financial trouble. He 
lived across the county line in 
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Wiltshire at Berwick St John. 

Dinely had often let Right wing 
groups use his land for mock mili- 
tary battles. Smith said that his 
boys were into the Duke of Edin- 
burgh scheme but he had suffered a 
set back when the group was being 
set up, when two men who he 
thought were from military intelli- 
gence had turned up and removed 
some of his arms and warned him 
that he might suffer a bad accident 
if he did not change his ways. A 
local former officer had informed 
about his use of arms to the author- 
ities. 

Despite the fact that both 
journalists went to Scotland Yard 
and made full statements, the local 
Police in Dorset did not seem at 
all interested in taking any action 
against these men who were influ- 
encing youngsters with their Right 
wing ideas, putting guns into 
their hands and parading them in 
uniforms. 


However, the local Council did 
step in and refuse further grants to 
them. 

In November 1970 after three 
years delay a large force of police 
raided Dineley’s country house and 
removed huge stores of arms and all 
sorts of other military equipment 


which he held illegally. Both 
Dinely and and the film company, 
run by his son Peter, were fined 
a few hundred pounds and allowed 
to go on their way. They had been 
holding the arms without license 
for more than seven years and no- 
body had checked them out, until 
the fuss we had made three years 
earlier. 

The Sunday Times had put two 
men on the story in 1967 and they 
were chased off by Clarence’s 
bloodhound. 

We still have a momento of the 
story, a dagger issued to Smith‘s 
group, it is an exact copy of a Hitler 
Youth dagger with the exception of 
the Swastika on the handle. Smith 
seemed to think it was the right 
thing for his lads to carry. 

So after our story’s of the last 
twelve months on the Territorial 
Reserve, The Prison Service and 
Army Cadets being involved with 
the extreme Right, it came as no 
surprise when we heard that Mr 
Clarence was back in the fold and 
writing letters to Spearhead. We 
hope that the National Front have 
not got any ideas about using his 
military enterprise and experience 
on their ranks. 


Oh Dear! 


They‘ve Done It Again 


Some unthinking person must have 
left the political soap on the floor 
again and it seems as though the 
National Front have put their foot 
straight on it. 

We have received another collec- 
tion of letters to the local press by 
the NF faithful, denouncing all 


_ those wicked, ill informed spiteful 


people who keep claiming that the 
Front is nothing else but a party 
motivated by fascist or nazi ideals. 
Somehow, we feel that their efforts 
would be much better directed to- 
wards their leadership, who seem 
to have a happy knack for letting 
the cat out of the bag. 

Take the February issue of 
Spearhead for instance where we 
have an article on education by one 
Sonia Hochfelder. Now Sonia is an 
interesting young lady who has 
turned up at a number of secret 
camps during the last couple of 
years and was also present at the 
annual fascist jamboree at Diks- 
muide, Belgium, last July. Prior to 
her article appearing in Spearhead 
she had in fact written for the 
League Review journal of the 
‘prescribed’ League of St. George. 

Her lengthy article dealt with the 
question of the EEC and how sup- 
porting it is a step in the right 
direction towards the goal of a 
Europe under the leadership of 
Racial Nationalism. 

“Far from being in conflict with 

British Nationalism, European na- 

tionalism is a natural extension of it.

Apart from anything else the 
thought comes to mind of how the 
same Sonia Hochfelder can contri- 
bute to both journals when every- 
one connected with the League of 
St. George is supposed to be 
strictly taboo, which leads us to 
our second piece of information. 


Owen Masters 
On 28 January an anti-racist 


meeting was organised in Gloucester 
by the Trades Council and it was 
disrupted by about twenty NF 
members who demanded that the 
Front’s Parliamentary candidate, 
Owen Masters, be allowed to speak. 
When this demand was refused 
they ultimately marched out. 
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The point about this particular 
report lays in the intriguing Mr 
Owen Masters. Not only is he the 
NF candidate, but also happens. to 
be the International Liaison Officer 
of the League of St. George and 
responsible for the Overseas News 
Section in the League Review. 
Among the little tit-bits in his 
column in the December issue was 
a report of the First World Nationa- 
list Congress in New Orleans on 9 
September 1976.

O WE NEED MORE 
ATTITUDE SURVEYS? 


The recent report by Alan Little 
and David Kohler, “Do We Hate 
Blacks?” (New Society, 27 January 
1977, CRC Journal, December/ 
January, 1976/1977) is another 
in a long line of irrelevant exercises. 
That is the best, most favourable 
interpretation to give this article — 
a more uncharitable view might 
regard it as a diversion from reality. 
They state that “Our view is that 
race relations must be placed in a 
general political and attitudinal 
context”. They then proceed to 
ignore the “political” dimension. 

As to the “attitudinal context’, 
they argue that only two per cent 
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of the respondents stated that 
“too many immigrants” as a pro- 
blem in the areas they lived in and 
that ‘‘immigrants’” were ranked as 
the fifteenth most prominent pro- 
blem in people’s minds. They found 
there was more sympathy for 
coloured immigrants than for Trade 
Unions or for the Labour Party and 
that fully 69.6 per cent had sym- 
pathy for equal rights for coloured 
people. All of these findings are 
presumably very conforting. They 
did find a problem area, however, 
in that people differentiated be- 
tween race relations on the national 
level, which 58 per cent thought 


were deteriorating, and on the local 
level where only 17 per cent thought 
they were getting worse. 

What is the significance of, and 
indeed the validity of, these find- 
ings? One criticism has come from 
another practitioner of the art of 
studying public opinion on race — 
Alan Marsh. His article, “Who 
Hates the Blacks?’’ (New Society, 
23 September 1976), led to the 
Little and Kohler research which 
challenges his findings. Marsh criti- 
cises Little and Kohler for not 
differentiating in their analysis 
by age, education and class. He 
found, for example, that among 


working class people under 30, 35 
per cent were hostile to blacks. He 
found the greatest hositility among 
young people who went to school 
with and worked alongside blacks. 
Little and Kohler have argued that 
there is a difference in attitude 
toward “immigrants” and “blacks 
born in Britain”, with 26 per cent 
of respondents being sympathetic 
to the former and 45 per cent to 
the latter. They cannot account for 
Marsh’s findings nor do_ they 
address themselves to the impli- 
cations and causes of these negative 
attitudes of young people. So, even 
in terms of their “attitudinal con- 
text” there are problems of inter- 
pretation. 


Problems of Attitude Surveys 


But there are more fundamental 
problems with the whole exercise. 
Those who carry out these surveys 
have not satisfactorily dealt with 
the crucial relationship between 
attitudes and behaviour. It is 
entirely possible for people to 
give a set of replies to the inter- 
viewer and then to act in a totally 
different manner. Landlords, for 
example, have often claimed not 
to be prejudiced themselves, but 
act in a discriminatory way be- 
cause of “property values,” or 
“what the neighbours might say”’. 
Employers who discriminate have 
often asserted their own lack of 
prejudice but refer to the public 
or the attitudes of the rest of the 
work force. To understand these 
processes we would have to under- 
stand how the structures of this 
society operated, who benefits 
from discriminatory behaviour 
and how the very normal opera- 
tions of institutions might produce 
particular outcomes because of the 
inter-relationship between them. 
In other words, practice is crucial. 

Another important problem with 
attitude surveys is that the way the 
questions are framed can structure 
the responses and ways of thinking 
of the respondents. In this case, 
Little and Kohler introduce a 
distinction between ‘‘coloured 
immigrants” and “blacks born in 
Britain” without any evidence that 
such a distinction is the basis of 
behaviour in the society. Indeed, 
such a differentiation may very 
well produce responses which stress 
that one of these groups has a right 


to be here and the other, by impli- 
cation, does not. 

A clear example of the failure of 
Little and Kohler to relate attitudes 
to behaviour can be seen in the 
issue of the CRC Journal in which 
their findings were reported. On the 
previous page there is a report of 
evidence which the CRC submitted 
to the Royal Commission on the 
Distribution of Income and Wealth. 
In their submission theCRC re- 
ported “. . . that ethnic-minority 
workers tend to be employed in 
low-paid industries, and at low- 
paid job levels. Their average 
weekly earnings fell below the 
average weekly earnings of the 
population generally. In addition, 
ethnic-minority families have to 
spend proportionately more of the 
income on housing, and ethnic- 
minority wage-earners have a larger 
number of dependants to support”’. 
Little and Kohler’s basic approach 
does not, and cannot take account 
of such structural patterns as these. 
They talk about attitudes, about 
sympathy for blacks born in Britain, 
about the lack of importance given 
to the question of immigration in 
people’s minds and about the view 
that race relations are better on the 
local level and, yet, they cannot 
account for reality. 


Behaviour vs. Attitudes 


The murder of three black youths 
this past summer, the setting alight 
of a 75 year old Asian woman by 
white youths, the daily incidents 
of assaults and harrassment, mainly 
unreported by the national press, 
does not fit into their approach, 
into their view of the world. The 
supposed commitment of equal 
rights, which they make so much of, 
has no relation to this reality. There 
is no logicial relationship and they, 
therefore, cannot account for the 
increasing violence and discrimina- 
tion. Before going on to discuss their 
view of why race relations on the 
national level is deteriorating, a work 
about the black community. Have 
these more favourable attitudes to- 
ward those born in Britain resulted 
in equality for black youths? Or are 
they being channelled, by means of 
discrimination, that is practice, in 
the schools and the job market in- 
to the same lower-paid, less-desirable 
jobs that their parents the 
“coloured immigrants” — are doing? 


And what of the attitudes of blacks 
born here — now over 40 per cent of 
the black population? Are they not 
influenced by how their parents are 
treated? 


The Political Context 


The other significant aspect of their 
research which needs critical analysis 
is their assertion that the media have 
primary responsibility for the nega- 
tive attitudes about race relations 
nationally. Remember, they stated 
that it was necessary to look at the 
“political” as well as the “attitu- 
dinal” context of race. But, where 
is the Government and its works in 
their analysis. This ommission is the 
most damaging indication of the true 
nature of this research. For, as the 
Institute of Race Relations stated in 
a press release on 15 June 1976 


. . . Our researches show that overt race 
hatred and race violence is something 
that British society has managed to con- 
tain — except when it has been politi- 
cally expedient to inflame them. An 
examination of the history of racial 
violence shows that politicians and the 
press when immigration control laws 
are in the offing — giving the Govern- 
ment of the day the excuse of ‘public 
demand’ for introducing racist laws. 
So far the present campaign has cost 
the lives of three Asian youths. 


For ten years we have had attitude 
survey after attitude survey. These 
have usually concluded that the 
British were more tolerant than the 
extremists were asserting. During this 
same ten years there has not only 
been a continuation of discrimina- 
tion but an increase. There has been 
a regular process, as pointed out by 
the Institute of Race Relations and 
other bodies, of passing more strin- 
gent and racist immigration laws and 
the continuing separation of black 
families. There has been scape- 
goating of blacks for the conse- 
quences of State policy by politi- 
cians such as Bob Mellish and Enoch 
Powell as well as by the resurgent 
fascist groups. There has been an 
increase in racial violence and intimi- 
dation. Surely these are the subjects 
for research — but then I guess it 
would be naive to expect the Director 
of the Reference Division of the 
Community Relations Commission 
to do it.

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3,000 ANTI FASCISTS 
MARCH AGAINST FRONT 


The National Front cannot be too 
pleased at their turn out for the de- 
monstration in Birmingham on 26th 
February. It was after all a high pow- 
ered national mobilization in sup- 
port of their candidate in the forth- 
coming bye-election at Stetchford, 

Estimates vary for the actual 
numbers participating, local press 
calculations were between 700 to 
1000 so we will split the difference, 
but a good clue came from the 
numbers in the school hall for the 
meeting which holds 500, plus 
about 250 who were outside “on 
guard”. 

The counter demonstrations, 
there were two due to differences 
about the venue, had 300 on the 
one organised by the Birmingham 
Trades Council and the other or- 
ganised by the Black and Asian 
organisations attracted nearly 3000. 
Observers agreed that had there 
been a united demonstration there 
would probably have been some- 
thing in the region of 6000 people 
taking part. 

The difference between the two 
committees was on the issue of the 
route, the Trades Council deciding 
to go to the city centre and the 
Black organisations feeling that 
they had to stay in the area of the 
Front demonstration in order to 
re-assure Black and Asians living 
there. 

Unfortunately the Stetchford 
constituency Labour Party and the 
candidate, Terry Davies, were op- 
posed to a counter demonstration 
along any route, and decided not to 


give support to either anti racist 
demonstration. This was obviously 
a decision taken with the bye- 
election in mind and since Terry 
Davies has expressed his opposition 
to racism and the Front in the past, 
must obviously have been a deci- 
sion based on what were calculated 
as tactical considerations. 

We think they were the wrong 

tactics and Terry Davies’s place 
was at the head of one of the 
orderly and peaceful anti fascist 
demonstrations. 
At the Front meeting following 
their march, Wing Commander 
Widden announced that he was now 
the President of the party and re- 
ceived a particularly loud round of 
applause for an anti-semitic quote 
by G.K. Chesterton. 

The meeting was also of interest 
for a number of other reasons, not 
least the attendence of two mem- 
bers of the French fascist organisa- 
tion the Front Nationale and Robert 
Boot of the Nederland Volksunie, 
who later that evening went to 
speak at a meeting organised by the 
League of St. George in the Pot- 
teries. There was also a very warm 
reception for the prison officer 
from Pentonville who gave a dona- 
tion. 

Greatest enthusiasm however, 
was reserved for the speeches by 
Fountaine and Webster. Fountaine 
who declared that one of the main 
principles of a nation was ‘law and 
order’ then went on to attack the 
Welfare State which he blamed for 
just about everything. 


“A Welfare State in Britain is a Fare- 
well State. A Welfare State is the 
reason for the break down in law and 
order amongst our young people.* 
The Welfare State is the cause, not 
the effect, the cause of the attitude 
that allowed a large percentage of the 
population to allow this great nation 
to be dragged into the Common 
Market. The Welfare State which 
abandoned and exorcised capitalism 
has turned Britain into the Interna- 
tional pauper of the world. It is the 
easy catch vote circus that goes back 
to the time of ancient Rome. From 
the cradle to the grave-from the womb 
to the tomb-from the erection to the 
resurrection.” 


All of which makes their claim 
that they are a working class party 
look sick and of course contradicts 
much of the material in their 
election documents. 

Martin Webster had a thing or 
two to say about ‘law and order’ 
when he went all biblical and 
thundered out to enthusiastic ap- 
plause that the Front would extract 
‘“‘an eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tooth” from their opponents, and 
in case anyone didn’t get the mes- 
sage he said “‘it is not my business 
nor the business of the secretariate 
to issue you with instructions. I do 
not issue any instructions because 
I am lawful — you understand’. 

The laughter that greeted that 
comment and the shouts of “we 
know what you mean’’ indicated 
that the NF members understood 
alright.

GALA IN FRANKFURT 


In January’s Searchlight, we docu- 
mented some stories suggesting that 
Nazism is still far from being dead 
and buried in Western Germany. 
Further information reaching us has 
confirmed that view. 

Over the last few months, several 
openly Nazi rallies have been held 
without any effort on the part of 
the authorities to prevent them. In 
October, several hundred jack- 
booted Hitler fans, in Nazi regalia, 
marched through the streets of 
Mannheim with massive police 
protection. 

Later in October, ex-Waffen SS 
men held a gathering to celebrate 
the 25th Anniversary of the HIAG 
(Community for Mutual Aid), their 
defence organisation. A real gala 
performance, this, as a correspon- 
dent informs us: ‘The ladies wore 
long evening robes and much 
expensive jewellery, the gentlemen 
had their evening suits adorned 
with war decorations’. To get to 
their meeting place these Nazis in 
plain clothes had to pass lines of 
demonstrators, some of whom were 
concentration camp inmates. 

At first, the press was excluded 
but then the organisers had second 
thoughts on the grounds that re- 
porters would discover “‘where the 
positive and negative human image 
is to be found”. Hermann Rudolph, 
an insurance manager from Frank- 
furt, later elaborated on this theme 
by stating that the men, who had 
volunteered for the SS “in order 
to fight for the preservation of 
European culture against the enemy 
in the East”, had grown into a “big 
family”, who would “remain faith- 
ful — despite any malice” and 
would “carry on, whatever may 
come”’. 

Other speeches struck favourable 
chords with some of the serving 
armed forces officers present. Re- 
terence was made to the “scanda- 
lous surrender imposed by the 
victorious powers”. The designa- 
tion of the Waffen SS at the Nurem- 


burg Trials came in for much 
criticism. The key task was now 
rehabilitation and freedom from 
the label ‘‘criminal organisation’. 
Tribute was paid to past support 
from politians like Konrad Aden- 
aver. 

It would be a profound error, 
however, to think this was merely 
an affair of past reminiscencés 
and present grievances. No, future 
action was also considered. As 
HIAG officer, Gerhard Volkmar 
proclaimed ‘“‘it would be essential 
for youth to have models again... 
and begin to recognise again what 
is truth and what are lies”. Ob- 
viously, the 40,000 strong HIAG 
intends to win adherents among 
German youth. 

Fortunately, there is great op- 
position to these latter-day Nazis, 
as the large number of demon- 
strators outside the meeting testi- 
fies. More than this, the reunion 
was subjected to a devastating ex- 
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posure by Professor Ergen Kogon, 
an ex-Buchenwald prisoner, who 
destroyed the lie that the Waffen 
SS was somehow different from the 
psychotic hoodlums who left de- 
vastation and carnage in their wake 
in Eastern Europe. Professor Kogon, 
author of the The SS State, said 
“Whether a_ traditional military 
organisation is justified in its exis- 
tence has to be decided on its 
attitude towards humanity and 
democracy. It is a fact that the 
Waffen SS and general SS were 
under the same leadership”’. 

It is noteworthy, that the Ger- 
man Intelligence Service which 
operates the Berufsverbote, a witch- 
hunting ordinance banning left- 
wing people from state jobs (teach- 
ing, civil service etc.,) keeps NO 
files on the HIAG., an organisation 
which shelters veterans of the 
Waffen SS ... murderers of the 
coal miners of Lidice and the Jews 
of Oradour. 
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During the last few weeks the Ku 
Klux Klan has been in the news 
again. Young men in Bolton re- 
ceived Klan leaflets, slogans were 
sprayed on the wall in Plymouth 
(Searchlight No. 21), Southampton 
Community Relations Council had 
a Klan paper The Crusader wrap- 
ped around a brick and thrown 
through the window.

amongst documents that came into 
our possession through the Hitler 
admirer Dave King, who was sub- 
sequently sent to prison for two 
years. We also had letters he had 
written to the USA in order to try 
and establish KKK cells in Britain. 
We are convinced that the contacts 
that exist at the present time are 
to be found amongst the small 
National Socialist Groups. 

What should be borne in mind 
is that the sudden re-appearance 
of the Klan in Britain reflects the 
upsurge in Klan activity in the 
USA during the last eighteen 
months, and the erosion of many 
of the gains won by Blacks in the 
late 1960s. There is a great deal of 
concern over the growing number 
of instances of what can only be 
called ‘framed’ justice.

The six week trial was conducted 
in a lynch-law atmosphere which 
resulted in the jury bringing in the 
amazing verdict of guilty of first 
degree murder and a mandatory 
life sentence. Both Carter and Artis 
are determined to continue their 
fight against the frame-up. 


Frank Shuford demands new trial 

Frank Shuford a Black com- 
munity organiser is fighting for a 
new trial, claiming that he was 
framed in a racist trial on a shooting 
charge in 1974. 

The shootings took place in 1972 
when three men seriously wounded 
two clerks in Santa Ana. Shuford 
claimed that he was home at the 
time of the incident watching TV 
with family and friends. The only 
‘evidence’ at his trial in 1974 was 
uncorroborated and one of the two 
clerks refused to identify Shuford 
as being involved. The other clerk 
identified him after being shown 
a photograph in hospital. Later he 
said that he was in traumatic shock 
and remembered nothing fora week 
after the shooting and could not 
identify Shuford. 

Another strange twist in the case 
came when following work by a 
private investigator another person 
was produced who according to his 
friend had boasted that he had been 
responsible for the shooting. A lie 
detector test found that Shuford 
was telling the truth when he 
denied responsibility and the new 
suspect had lied when he denied 
shooting the clerks. A defence com- 
mittee is now campaigning for a 
new trial. 


Boston protests as Black woman 
fights murder frame-up. 

Judge Donahue turned down 
a motion for a re-trial for Ella 


Mae Ellison, 29 year old mother 
of four. This amazing decision 
has caused considerable protest 
in Boston’s Black community. 
Sentenced to “natural life” in 
1974 for first degree murder on 
the dubious evidence of two gun 
men involved in the slaying of 
police detective Schroeder, who 
claimed that she had been the 
driver of the getaway car. In 
January 1977 they testified before 
Judge Donahue that they had lied 
out of fear and under strong police 
pressure and wanted to withdraw 
their evidence. They also claimed 
that they were allowed to plead 
guilty to second degree murder 
as part of a deal. 

Ellison’s attorney, leading Black 
feminist Margaret Burnham who 
successfully defended Angela Davis, 
requested a new trial on the grounds 
of a mistrial. Not only was there 
the question of the retractions by 
the two key witnesses but also the 
fact that vital evidence that the 
police should have handed over to 
the defence council, a taped confes- 
sion to the police by the two gun- 
men Williams and Irving shortly 
after their arrest was withheld. The 
tape also contained the description 
of a girl who had helped them and 
could in no way have tallied with 
Ellison. 


The Burning Cross 

In addition to these examples, 
Black people were faced with the 
growing terror of the return of the 
burning cross, the symbol of the 
KKK. 

A cross was burned on the lawn 
of a Black family who had moved 
into a ‘white’ neighbourhood in 
Redendo Beach, Calif. There was a 
cross burning incident at the offices 
of the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference (SCLC) in 
Pensacola, Fla., where SCLC mem- 
bers were investigating the racist 
killings of five Black fishermen. 
Another incident took place in 
Corvallis, Ore., where a cross burn- 


ing took place in front of a Black 
students’ centre, and Black lawyer 
Ted Landsmark was savagely beaten 
by a gang of youths motivated by 
the Klan outside City Hall, Boston. 

The question then arises of how 
and by what means these outrages 
are sought to be emulated by the 
KKK imitators in Britain? 

On 8-12th September 1976 a 
conference took place in New 
Orleans under the patronage of

So octapoid is the ultra-right, so 
much do its various tentacles inter- 
twine, that one can now start almost 
anywhere among their periodicals 
and be led rapidly to all the others: 
from covert Nazi to Christian Nazi 
to European Nazi to Open Nazi and 
back again. Let us begin, this 
month, with the December edition 
of the League Review, journal of 
the League of St George (“a non- 
party, non-sectarian political club’’). 

Now the League is, in fact, a very 
extreme organisation. It proves that 
itself. It has, for instance, a long 
article on ‘‘National Socialism: The 
inner core’’, a lengthy and mystical 
diatribe by one Della Aleksander. 
Elsewhere the League refers to 
what it calls “the intensely human 
and endearing side to Adolf Hitler’s 
personality”. It advertises, in its 
own booklist, “Germany Declares 
for Peace”, a booklet written by 
the same endearing and human 
chap. 

The Christian Vanguard has a 
largish ad on the same page. 

Now, who are Christian Van- 
guard? Well, they are the reprinters, 
as Searchlight will recall, of Die 
Sturmer, the notorious and porno- 
graphic hate-sheet of the Nazi 
Streicher. They are the printers, in 
their November 1976 issue, of 
opinions like “the Jews are the 
descendents of Satan... they smell 
like decayed flesh, what they are’. 

Well, they are clearly rabid and 
extreme genocidal Nazis. Fine. An 
accident, perhaps? Is the League 
unaware? Well, no, because under 
the Vanguard ad is another for 
“Phoenix, for news on National 
Socialism in Britain”. They receive 
greetings, they tell us, from the 
Hungarist Movement (pre-war 
Austro-Hungarian Nazis). They 
also, a small point but significant, 
use the pre-war Nazi trick of re- 
ferring to “jews” rather than 
“Jews”. 
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So, it is no error. The League is 
Nazi through and through. 

So it is very interesting to see 
the company they keep, parti- 
cularly when that company is the 
non-Nazi, thoroughly British, red- 
white-and-blue through-and-through 
National Front, which has, as it 
happens, proscribed the League 
(because it’s pro-EEC). But there 
are links here, through one Mr Ken 
Rodger of the Rhodesian White 
People’s Party, who “‘has spoke for 
the LSG both in London and 
Liverpool”, and “‘in addition to this 
he has spoken at several meetings 
for the British Movement and 
National Front’’. There is also an ad 
placed for “flags, rosettes, poles, 
etc’, from the NF’s flagman W. 
Brown of Middlesex. 

It’s also interesting, in view of 
the new found respectability which 
Sir Oswald Mosley is courting, to 
find a long article headed “At 80 
Oswald Mosley confirms that with 
the years comes wisdom’, with 
promise of further articles on the 
same theme. (The ‘‘comes wisdom” 
line does not, of course, imply that 
Sir O was any less wise when he 
attempted to smash trade unionists 
in the East End). 

But even more fascinating is a 
small ad from a concerned person 
who “seeks assistance with a new 
plan to help restore commonsense 
to the problem of immigration’’. 

It is our old friend the Dowager 
Lady Birdwood, NF marcher and, 
as far as we know, still a paid-up 
member of the Conservative and 
Unionist Party. 

What an odd place to find her.

Another ad in the League Review 
is less surprising. It is from the 
British National Party, who make 
no benes about their allegiances 
(their masthead includes the words 
“White Power’ in the same type- 


face of the American Nazi Party’s 
paper of the same name). 

The January edition of British 
News adv... ses Christian Van- 
guard, and also does the small ‘‘j” 
trick. They report their leader, 
Leeds loony E. Morrison, as saying 
that “The struggle for National 
Socialist superiority has only be- 
gun’. They are sweet enough to 
carry an ad for the League Review. 

They also report that ‘““The BNP 
set up Vigilante Groups in Leeds, 
Sheffield and Bradford to combat 
the increase in Negro violence”’. 

We have commented on_ this 
before. When is Morrison going 
to be arrested for organising groups 
of thugs to beat people up?

The Jewish population of Britain 
can breathe again. According to the 
February edition of the NF’s 
journal Spearhead, the NF are not 
anti-semitic. The ‘Contributing 
Editor” of the rag, one Martin 
Webster, tells us that the NF “find 
ourselves attacked by the Zionists 
as being ‘anti-Jewish’ which we are 
not”. He goes on: ‘‘We have no 
desire to persecutre or eliminate 
other races, including the Jews’. 

Sadly, the rest of the article does 
not confirm this heartening view. 
Far from it. Cop a load of this: 


“Thus, it is the might of international 
finance, which is dominated mainly by 
persons of a Jewish and pro-Zionist 
background, who are principally re- 
sponsible for the development and 
promotion of all manner of inter- 
national political structures which are 
devoted to the political integration of 
nation states, so that the political 
structures on this planet might the 
better accord with the global outlook 
of the international Money Power”. 


And further: 


“Thus the forces of international 
finance” (i.e. ref. above, the Jews) 
“have poured billions of dollars into 
promoting ‘multi-racialism’ — ie. 
race-mixing — in the hope that if 
people of different races are forced 
to live among one another and then 
inter-breed, the various distinct races 
of Mankind will disappear and with 
them any sense of nationhood”. 


This idea is not new to the Front. 
It was not new before the Front 
was a glint in its founders’ eye. The 
following is from Mein Kampf: 


“It was and is the Jews who bring the 
negroes into the Rhineland, always 
with the same secret thought and clear 
aim of ruining the hated White race by 
the necessarily resulting bastardisation, 
throwing it down from its cultural and 
political height, and himself rising to 
be its master’’. 


And, in that context, we should 
worry more than a little when 
Webster says that “a nationalist 
Britain would inevitably come into 
conflict with the internationalist 
cosmopolitanism of the Jewish 
community’’. 

We should also worry about the 
attack on Israel’s successful finding 
and bringing to justice of Adolf 
Eichmann, the mass-murderer, in 
the Editorial column of the same 
issue. 

We should also worry about a 
nasty little caption to a picture 
of Attorney General Sam Silkin: 
“A picture that says it all”’. 

Guess what the NF believe that 
picture says.

Obituary 


Peter Gladstone Smith 

Since Searchlight first appeared 
in the early sixties, we enjoyed 
a lasting friendship and working 
| relationship with Peter Gladstone 
Smith. He was affectionately 
known to us as PGS and it is 
with great sadness we marked his 
passing in our columns. 

PGS has been a Fleet Street 
man for many years, he was on 
the old Star the London evening 
paper that folded when the News 

| Chronicle breathed its last. Those 

two papers produced some very 
fine investigative writers and PGS 
was one of them. 

He was by conviction a Quaker 
and by politics a Liberal, in fact 
in 1974, he contested Norwich as 
a Parliamentary Candidate for his 
party. 


Enoch Powell’s latest outburst, 
for instance, is praised as ‘“‘widen- 
ing... the boundaries of what it is 
possible to advocate politically”’. 

“A Prison Officer” actually 
writes in this edition, confirming 
our fears that the prison service is 
being infiltrated, and the tone of 
his writing is highly alarming, re- 
miniscent as it is of certain pre-war 
writing by foreign bodies: ‘The 
Nationalist State is the expression 
of the will of the people, and the 
Nationalist government is the instru- 
ment of that will. The prime duty 
of a Nationalist State is the preser- 
vation of the Race”’. 

(There is also an amusing irony: 
The Prison Officer writes that advo- 
cacy of the return of the birch is 
“a meaningless cliché”: on the op- 
posite page, another article remarks 
that “the humiliation of a public 
flogging would hopefully be as 
effective a deterrent here as it has 
proved in the Isle of Man”’.) 

But most significant of all is 
an article by the ubiquitous Web- 
ster in praise of Tribunite Maureen 
Colquhoun’s speech in support of 
Powell. “Praise is certainly due to 
Ms Colquhoun’, Webster states, 
“she had the moral courage to do 


He was known and well res- 
pected by the sections of the 
police force that have been un- 
tarnished by recent disclosures 
of corruption, the others would 
have always been afraid of his 
honesty. 

Although the Sunday Tele- 
graph is a right of centre conser- 
vative newspaper, they always 
gave him his head to investigate 
Racist and Neo-Nazi activities.

Well, it does not, and a 
letter from one I. Souter-Clarence 
of Poole (for the other activities 
of whom see elsewhere in Search- 
light) shows the real wombs be- 
neath the sepulchre. 


“Unfortunately”, he says, “the passing 
of power from the upper classes’ to 
the middle lasses has not bought wis- 
dom to he scene’’. 


We know the Front wishes to put 
the clock back. We now know 
where to: before the Civil War. Can 
you see Tyndall in a ruff tickling a 
spaniel? He can.

NF Gold Medal Winner 


Quits in 


“Nazi Machine” Storm 


One of the National Front’s leading 
activists Terry Verity, chairman of 
the Front’s prestige Leicester 
branch who was awarded a gold 
medal for his services in 1976, 
elected to the National Directorate 
last September, resigned from the 
National Front early in February. 
Also quitting with him were his 
wife and the Branch secretary Betty 
Turner (a former Tory councillor) 
and husband Fred Turner. 

The issue that led to the resigna- 
tions first blew up in October over 
the selection of Parliamentary can- 
didates. Verity raised objections 
over the selection of one of the can- 
didates, claiming that his back- 
ground ought to be more thoroughly 
checked, and as a result of his com- 
plaint an extraordinary general 
meeting was convened for 28th 
January in order to try and remove 
the candidate from the list. In the 
meantime Terry Verity received a 
remarkable letter from the Front’s 
executive council which was in 
effect interpreted as a warning not 
to enquire too deeply into candi- 
dates backgrounds since it may 
well make it difficult to achieve the 
target of 318 for the next general 
elections. 

Terry Verity claimed that any 
sort of critisism about policy was 
countered by accusations that de- 
nounced people as “an infiltrator, 
trouble-maker, a member of the 
Communist Party, or ‘a plant’ ”. 

He went on to state that the 
National Front in Leicester “is far 
from being democratic and far from 
being as big as is claimed. There are 
just as many leaving as joining and 
it is no bigger now than it was four 
years ago”’. 

Former branch secretary Betty 


Turner confirmed this particular ~ 


point and claimed that the actual 
membership was no more than 
four hundred. 
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Mr Verity pointed out that the 
branch want to put up 45 candi- 
dates for the next local elections 
and are having to struggle to get 
them and are scraping the bottom 
of the barrel to get to their target. 
He was very critical of the standard 
of some of those selected. 

His strongest comments were 
reserved for what the Front was 
really about. 


“T have been involved in the National 
Front at every level in the last six 
years and there is a deep hatred for 
coloured people and Jews. It disturbs 
me that the NF should get people 
to join on the immigration issue and 
then slowly but surely brainwash them 
into the real thing that the NF is about. 
The more I have been involved and 
seen what was going on, I was sure 
that it is the creation of a Nazi mac- 
hine. 

“My reason for joining the Front 
six years ago was that they seemed to

DEMANDS POLICE ACTION 


In November 1974 Davis Ward, a 
member of the Crawley Trades 
Council executive, was savagely 
attacked by a National Front mem- 
ber weilding a hammer, and re- 
ceived heat injuries. The police, 
although they know who the 
attacker is, have so far failed to 
bring any charges. 

On 3rd February things took a 
new turn when David Ward ap- 
peared before the Criminal Injuries 
Board and was awarded £100 for 
injuries sustained as a consequence 
of a criminal attack. So over- 
whelming was the evidence that the 
chairman apparently stopped the 
case without hearing all the wit- 
nesses and then made the award. 

Speaking after the hearing David 
Ward claimed that the police wit- 
nesses were completely discredited. 
One of his witnesses, Ian Flemming 
of Manchester University, told how 
he saw the attack and later saw the 
same man wielding the hammer 
inside the meeting. He told a senior 
police officer that the attacker was 
inside the hall and claimed that the 
same officer later said to him, “I 
have had a word with the fellow 
and he has left”. 

Although the Sussex Police say 
that a criminal file has been started 
on the incident and is being studied, 
there seems to have been a foot 
dragging exercise taking place, and 
David Ward is now considering 
making a formal complaint to the 
Chief Constable of Sussex.

FRONT MEMBERS TRY TO HI 
JACK CANVASSER 


Labour Party canvasser Jim 
Newman found himself in the 
middle of a situation that could 
well have been enacted anywhere 
in Germany in the 1930s, when he 
was out doing the rounds in the 
Deal South bye-election. 


He claimed that three National 
Front members tried to abduct him 
and force him into a car. They were 
NF branch treasurer Paul Johnson 
and two other branch officials, Nigel 
Cousins and David South, whose 
excuse for their actions was that 
they were “exercising their right to 
make a citizens arrest because he 
was distributing an illegal leaflet’’. 

Ian McCartney, of Dover, the 
Labour Party agent rejected the 


NF claim and said that he had 
checked the leaflets and was con- 
fident that there was no substance 
to the NF allegations. 

Jim Newman said it was a 
frightening experience, and he 
struggled vigourously since he felt 
that once in the car anything could 
have happened. 

Yet another example of the 
sinister past being re-enacted.

KLAGENFORT MAYOR GREETS 
BRITISH FASCISTS 


We have heard of the ‘twinning 
system’ that links towns in various 
countries, but an item in the 
League Review, December 1976, 
takes the scheme into new realms. 

On the 10th November, accord- 
ing to the report, the Mayor of the 
Austrian town of Klagenfort, Herr 
Siegfried Berger, who is a member 
of what they describe as an ‘old 
soldiers organisation’, and a former 
member of the Waffen SS who 
fought on the Eastern Front, made 
a presentation to the pro Nazi 
League of St George. 

No doubt Herr Berger felt he 
was able to relate to kindred souls, 
but we wonder what the citizens of 
Klagenfort think about this new 
link made in their name.

NATIONAL FRONT DISRUPTS 
COUNCIL MEETING 


National Front demonstrators suc- 
ceeded in disrupting a Thamesdown 
Council Committee meeting on the 


2nd February, in retaliation for a 
ban. by the council on the use of 
Civic Hall by the NF. Some mem- 
bers of the county planning com- 
mittee were angry at the decision to 
move to another room, and claimed 
that the eight NF demonstrators 
should have been evicted. 

Community Relations Officer 
Andrew Lee was a particular target 
for their venom and when he re- 
torted “What do you lot call demo- 
cracy? Fascism? Because that is 
what you stand for’. He was met 
with a stream of racist abuse.

SIXTH FORMERS SLAM RACIST 
NF 


Five sixth form girls from St Martin- 
in-the-Fields School, Tulse Hill 
were involved in a joint project to 
study National Front and produced 
a report that condemned every as- 
pect of Front policy. The report 
found that:- — 


* There was a great deal of igno- 
rance concerning the true facts 
on immigration. 

* People were even ill informed 
about the situation in their areas. 

* That the Front feeds on peoples 
natural discontent, particularly 
at a time of crisis when things 
were not going well. 

* Minority groups became scape- 
goats for all the social ills, a 
substitute for the real solution 
of problems. 


* In a survey ‘amongst fellow 
pupils and members of staff 
only a quarter were able to guess 
the approximate number of 
immigrants in Britain. 

* One in five said they supported 
Front policy on immigration, 
although only one girl admitted 
that she was racially prejudiced. 

* Unemployment in Lambeth is 
twice as high amongst Black 
youth than White youth. 

When asked to comment on the 
findings by the Streatham News, 
the National Front National Activi- 
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ties organiser Martin Webster said 
that they did’t “create racial ten- 
sion they merely tapped it and 
directed it politically”. Well you 
certainly didn’t fool the sixth 
formers of St Martin-in-the-Fields.

MORE TROUBLE WITH 
COUNCIL HALLS 


Thameside Council have decided to 
stand firm and refuse to accept 
National Front bookings. The Front 
sought to test the council in view of 
the fact that it changed from 
Labour to Conservative at the last 
elections, but a council spokesman 
said that the ban would remain for 
the sake of racial harmony. 

Barking Council have also re- 
fused to accept Front bookings and 
they have been accused by the 
Front of blocking their attempts 
to hold meetings in the borough.

WEST COUNTRY YOUNG 
LIBERALS GET MORE THAN 
THEY BARGAINED FOR 


Bath Young Liberals wanted to 
debate the question of immigration 
and repatriation with the National 
Front and arranged a public meet- 
ing for 16th February at Percy 
Boys Club. 

That fact in itself must surely 
indicate a level of political naivety 
that is a marvel to behold. As things 
turned out they could have saved 
themselves a lot of time, energy and 
aches and pains, by studying the 
various NF journals and leaflets. Or 
better still reading Searchlight regu- 
larly. 

For anyone engaged in political 
activity in Britain today to think 
that it is any way possible to ‘de- 
bate’ an issue like that with an 
avowedly racist organisation makes 
the mind boggle. Its almost like 
asking the Nazis in the 1930s to a 
public debate on the ‘Rights and 
wrongs of Anti-Semitism’. 

On the night in question a group 
of anti-fascists turned up at the 
meeting to challenge the Young 
Liberals on providing a platform 
for racists, and bearing in mind 
that the Front numbers amongst 
its local members such people 
as Parliamentary candidate Owen 
Masters (referred to elsewhere in 
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Searchlight), such opposition was 
only to be expected. 

Verbal exchanges turned to some- 
thing more physical and _ beer 
glasses, tables and chairs were 
soon flying round the room. 

One of the Front ‘heavies’ was 
nineteen year old Alan Myatt, 
who’s particular preference is dres- 
sing up in a black shirt and having 
his arms tattooed with NF symbols. 
He is dedicated if nothing else, “I 
eat, sleep and drink National Front, 


I’ve got no time for anything else.” 

The following night he tried 
along with other NF members to 
force his way into a meeting in 
Gloucester where Paul Foot of 
Socialist Worker was speaking, 
but without much success. 

Despite the uproar the Young 
Liberals want to attempt a repeat 
performance, but hope to make 
the meeting private. This doesn’t 
suit the NF who have written to 
the Liberals and made it clear that 
they want any meeting to be 
public. 

There seems to be just one little 
problem for both the Young 
Liberals and the NF, and that is 
that no one in Bath is inclined to 
let them have a room in which to 
hold a meeting on immigration 
and repatriation.

RUGBY CONSERVATIVES 
ORGANIZE SEMINAR FOR 
INTEGRATION 


Councillor Jim Pawsey, prospective 
Conservative candidate for Rugby 
took the initiative in organizing 
a seminar at Rugby Community 
Relations Centre. Its purpose was 
to help immigrants understand 
local and central government in 
Britain. 

Despite unsuccessful attempts 
by the local NF to. disrupt the 
seminar there was a constructive 
discussion on the need to involve 
immigrants much more in the 
political life of the country at all 
levels. 

Councillor Pawsey said that 
immigrants should join the poli- 
tical party whose beliefs were 
nearest to their own and he went 
on to point out that integration 
not confrontation was the key, 
and that by integrating there was 


an invitation to play a full part as 
members of the community. He 
also gave his full support for the 
work of Rugby Community Rela- 
tions Council.

SLOUGH TORIES CUT AID TO 
CRC 


Slough Conservatives seem less 
enlightened than their Rugby coun- 
terparts. They decided at a stormy 
council meeting to cut off all sup- 
port for the local Community 
Relations Council. 

Deputy leader of the Tory group, 
Richard Stephenson, said that “It 


was time that the immigrant popu- 


lation stood on their own feet.” But 
Labour councillor Rashbeg Singh 
Dhillon denounced the move, “if 
you stop the CRC you will end the 
hopes of immigrants in Slough,” he 
said. 

The real reason soon came out 
when Councillor Gradowski (Lab) 
charged the Tory group as, “acting 
like drunken butchers hacking away 
at the heart of Slough. ” This 
brought Councillor Hale (Con.) to 
his feet to let the cat out of the bag. 

It would appear that the Com- 
munity Relations Council had pur- 
chased an anti-National Front leaf- 
let at a cost of £75 from the Jewish 
Board of Deputies and this had 
apparently been more than the 
Slough Tories could stand. They 
claimed that the CRC was now 
costing too much at a council out- 
lay of £12,535 per year, but as the 
CRC vice-chairman pointed out 
that local councils were entitled 
to spend up to a penny rate, 
£215,000, on community relations.

CRIMINAL LIBEL CHARGE 
THROWN OUT

I consider that the accusation is likely 
to insite and inflame opponents to 
attack myself and my associates and it 
might inflame my associates to action 
against oppents in indignation over an 
accusation which I and they know to 
be false. 

The incident on the 30 November 
1974 was one where I clearly heard 
an accusation, which I say is related 
to the publications complained of. On 
the other occasions I referred to I did 
not actually hear what was said. On 
the 30 November 1974 there was the 
one occasion when I can specifically 
say the words synagogue bomber were 
used by opponents who were attacking 
me. There were other occasions when 
I was physically attacked but I cannot 
say for certain what my opponents 
were saying. 

I look at Exhibit 10 which 1s an 
issue of Searchlight dated June 1975. 1 
think the photograph on page 7 shows 
the march to which I referred which 
took place on the 30 November 1974. 
It is not clear but I think I appear on 
the photograph to the right of a 
Police Officer and the left of a man 
carrying the Union Jack. I cannot 
recall if the front walker on the march 
was .a man with a dog shown in the 
photograph. It was a small march I 
cannot try to estimate the number 
of marchers. I think it is true to say 
that where this photograph was taken 
there were more pedestrians than 
marchers. The shouting to which I 
referred took place at the assembly

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point for the march and continued 
during most of the march. It was 
loudest and most violent at the start 
and before the photograph was taken. 
I was not called to give evidence in 
any proceedings arising out of the 
episode. In my recollection the march 
was intended to demonstrate against

the violent activities of the IRA. I do 
not and have never advocated the 
attainment of political power by 
violence. I disagree with people who 
do so. I spent 12 months in prison 
ending at the beginning of 1968 for 
an offence under the Race Relations 
Act. I have known Mr Courtney! 
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for sometime before my imprison- 
ment but I have not had much con- 
tact with him since. 

If I had solid information I would 
consider it my duty to be informative 
to protect my own political interests 
and those of my organisation. The 
more so as a result of the experience 
I have had of agents provocateur from 
the other side. I find it difficult to 
conceive such a possibility but if there 
was reliable information of a Right 
Wing armed plot I am not at this stage 
prepared to say whether or not I 
would be informative unless I knew 
the current political situation. I 
concede there are two sets of circum- 
stances where I would consider the 
use of force firstly where there was 


a complete break down of law and 
order and a naked struggle for power 
by the Communists and secondly, the 
actual seizure of power by the Com- 
munists by force. In these circum- 
stances I would consider it my duty 
and my right to resist by force. I 
have never had any time for people 
who set fire to synagogues. I have 
always been open, I have never con- 
duted my activities under cover of 
darkness. I look at page 17 of Exhibit 
10, this shows a photograph of myself 
and my ormer wife, from left to right 
Danny Bartram, the next man I knew 
as Thompson then Huges then myself, 
behind me a man I knew as Gerald 
Lawman next my former wife and on 
the right David Thorne. I agree that 
Hughes and Thorne were subsequently 
convicted of arson. If I had any idea 
that they were arsonists I would not 
have been seen in their company. With 
the qualification that this appears to 
be a part of a photograph it appears 
that with the exception of Thorne the 
persons shown are giving a formal 
salute. It has the appearance of a Nazi 
salute. 

At this point it is worth recounting 
the exchanges that took place between 
Mr Geffen, Jordan and the Stipendiary 
Mr Milward. I cannot recall any inci- 
dents when Hughes was not truthful 
with me. 


Geffen. Mr Jordan would you not 
agree that all those in that photo- 
graph are giving what is commonly 
know as a Nazi salute. 

Jordan. Thorne has his hands crossed 
in front of him but the others are 
giving a salute. It is an old gesture, 
the Romans for instance used it 
as a greeting. : 

Geffen. We are talking about more 
recent times Mr Jordan. I will put 
it to you again. 

Jordan. Yes, it has the appearance of 
a Nazi salute.

BOOKS REVIEWS 


An American book which is being 
marketed in this country by Cassell 
and Collier Macmillan Ltd., is The 
My Lai Massacre and its cover up: 
Beyond the reach of law. 


This is a paper back of nearly six 
hundred pages that deals in great 
detail with the Massacre and all the 
intracasies of the events that 
followed. It documents the in- 
vestigations, Court Martials and 
American Government hearings. 
For those people who think the 
Nazi outrages of Lidice and Oradour 
could never be repeated, this book 
is very revealing. It’s three authors 
and editors Joseph Goldstein, Burke 
Marshall and Jack Shwartz should 
be highly praised indeed for the 
massive task they undertook so 
successfully. 


Nemesis at Potsdam published by 
Routledge and Kegan Paul Ltd., 
at £5.95 268 pp and written by 
Alfred M. de Zayas. 


We review only because it may 
interest those of our readers who 
wished to see how the re-writing 
of History is progressing. 

We seem to be in for a whole 
series of books that show how 
those who fought on the Nazis 
side or collaborated in the war 
with their occupiers were not really 
such bad people after all. This book 
deals with the Germans who were 
part of the long standing German 
Ethnic communities in Eastern 
Europe and what happened to them 
after the war, and how they were 
left in the main to the mercys of 
the Red Army as a result of the 
Postdam Conference at the end of 
the war. Those who are either 
History students or remember the 
role these communitys played as 
a fifth column for the Nazis. If 
you lived through that time, you 
probably wonder what all the fuss 


is about. Well, obviously not all of 
them were convinced Nazis, some 
jumped on what they thought was 
the winning band wagon and it was 
just greed and not political convic- 
tion that led them to handing over 
Jews to the SS or butchering them 
in person and looting their homes. 
Maybe a small minority suffered 
some injustice and in extreme lost 
their lives to the advancing Red 
Army, but put into perspective 
this is just another whitewash job 
for the horrors of the Nazi reign 
of terror in Eastern Europe and 
those who worked for it. 


Chile — The State and Revolution 
by Ian Roxborough, Phil O’Brien 
and Jackie Roddick, published by 
Macmillan Press, £7.95 hardback, 
£3.50 paperback. 302pp. 


These three young Social Scien- 
tists lived and worked in Chile 
under Allende and they give one of 
the best accounts published to date 
of the Allende time and the Mili- 
tary coup that ended it with an 
American backed bloodbath, and is 
still continuing today. It is well 
written and gives in every detail 
figures and facts relating to every 
aspect of the social structure and 
the economy. The Bibliography 
section of the book is very handy 
for those of our readers who are 
actively researching the problems 
of Dictatorship and Fascism in 
Latin America. I would give this 
book a very strong recommenda- 
tion indeed. 


Francos Political Legacy by Jose 
Amodia, published by Alan Lane, 
348 pp price £9. 


This is a very expensive book yet 
it is a very important contribution 
towards understanding the events 
that have led up to the current 
situation in Spain after the death 


of Franco. The sub title of the 
book is from Fascism to Facade 
Democracy and the writer, a 
Spaniard himself now a Professor in 
this country takes a very detailed 
look at the way the original Fascist 
Regime was altered bit by bit, to 
make the country acceptable to the 
West and at the same time give its 
own people the idea that a sort of 
Democracy was being offered to t 
them. 

With events moving so fast now 
in Spain, it is good to be in the 
picture not only from current affairs 
programmes and the press, but 
if one is really interested from an 
expert point of view like this. But 
at £9 it is well beyond the reach of 
even the keenest student of Spanish 
political history, so we suggest that 
you put pressure on your local 
library to get a copy. This in itself 
is becoming harder because as the 
Government cuts begin to bite, 
books and the better things in life 
are the first to suffer. 


Our final book this month is Arthur 
Marwick’s The Home Front pub- 
lished by Thames and Hudson at 
£6, 192 pp. 


It is a pictorial look at life in 
war time Britain. It is very good 
indeed and has lots of material that 
was censored during the war and 
has not appeared anywhere else 
since. 

The scenes of the blitz and 
evacuees are all too familiar to 
some of us, but it has a brisk com- 
mentary and closes with some 
remarkable film of the British 
Housewives League in operation, 
one of the first right wing groups to 
rear its head after the war. I found 
it a good book to use when talking 
to my children about those years, it 
shows life without the wartime 
propogandda gloss.

The organisation has no connection with any official body and is self-financing. For this reason 
a subscription of 4/- per month is levied per member (which may be reduced in certain cases), to 
cover the cost of marine fuels, transport, etc., and to provide a fund to further training activities. 


We believe the day will come when Britain will again be faced by an aggressor, and will have 
to fight for her life as an independent and free country. Whatever form that struggle may take, 
whether it involves the use of nuclear weapons, conventional warfare, or an attack by subversive 
elements aiming to seize control from a state of internal disorder, the training and mental outlook 
of Cadet Commandos will enable them to serve their country to the best of their ability.
